MAY BE REMODELED; 


SECURE ESTIMATES 


Special Committee Investigate* Pro- 


posal to .Make Alteration* In Up- 


per Floor of County 


Building. 


Investigation of the 
advisability 
and cost of making alterations of the 
upper floor of the court house is now 
being made by a special committee of 
the county board of supervisors, com- 
posed of. Supervisors E. D. McGowan 
and J. A. Denning of this city. The 
matter was brought up at the April 
meeting of'the board and the commit- 
tee win report at the annual session 
in Novem'ber. 
The cramped condition of the counts- 
board's quarters in the county clerk's 
office, and the antiquated arrangement 
of the large -circuit court room, pompt- 
ed the proposal for an investigation of 
plans for remodeling. An architect is 
now working on plans which will call 
for an entire change in the plans of 
the upper floor of the court house, 
which is now given over entirely to 
the large circuit court room and jury 
rooms. The room is too large and the 
acoustics are too poor, to -be satis- 
factory for Jury trials 
and 
routine 
court work. It is proposed to divide 
the court room into, two rooms, one 
for the county board and the other 
for the circuit court. 
Modern court 
rooms for jury work are much smaller 
than -formerly, which greatly facili- 
tates matters In the course of trials. 
The need of adequate meeting place 
for the county eupervisors is said to 
be imperative.

In addition to a court 
room 
a&d 
county board assembly 
room, there 
would also be provisions made for the 
necessary jury rooms, lawyers' con- 
ference rooms, committee rooms, and 
a room for th,e circuit court law li- 
brary.
